Large Part Obtained by Forest 
Service Extracted from 
Western Species 


Not only do “great oaks from little 
corns grow,” but trees as large as 
jany oak that grows may orfginate in 
@ seed which weighs only the one- 
thousandth part of the weight of an 
acorn. The Sitka spruce, a tree of 
Canada’s western sea-coast, attains a 
height of 160 to 180 feet and a dia- 
meter of eight to 12.feet; but the seed 
from which it springs is so small 
that it takes. 300,000 of them, or even 
more, to weigh a pound. Seed of the 
western cedar, so well known as the 
source of shingles, has about the same 
weight. The seed of the Douglas fir, 
the largest tree in Canadian forests, 
weighs.about one forty-thousandth of 
a pound, 

The white pine, once the stagdby of 
the eastern lumberman, and il the 
choicest wood in the eastern’ forest, 
commences as a little seed weighing

Clash Foretold by Lenin Recalled 


Anglo-Soviet Break Draws

Almost From Deathbed 


London (U. P.)—Lenin’s fear of a 
“clash between imperialistic States 
and the Soviet,” which he expressed 
more than a year before his death in 
an article written for the official 
Soviet newspaper Pravada, has been 
justified, in the opinion of many per- 
sons, by recent events. _ 

Although in 1923 few took cogni- 
zance of predictions of the coming 
“Soviet-Imperialistic clash” made by 
the apostle” of Boffhevism almost 
from his deathbed, Great Britain's 
break .with the Soylet and the many 
diplomatic complications which fol- 
lowed closely on the heels of this 
break have caused many-to turn back 


written. 

“Peace between the Soviet govern- 
mental institutions-and the imperialis- 
tio States is the only sure means of 
successfully coping with Russia's fu- 
ture problems,” Lenin wrote. 

“Under the present state of interna- 
tional relations in Europe one State 
1s placed under the heel of others— 
their victors. These victors are able 
to grant a few concessions to the op- 
retard the revolutionary movement 
and create a semblance of social 
peace. 4 

“At the same time there are & num- 
ber of Oriental countries, notably In- 
dia and China, which as a result of 
the imperialistic war find themselves 
completely beaten from their former 
foundations. Their development has 
finally come to be directed along the 
general lines of the European capital- 
istic system.

‘ Poison Ivy Relieved by Simple 
Compound 


According to James F. Couch of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, victims of poison ivy will 
find quick relief in a 5 per cent. solu- 
tion of potassium permanganate, 
which can be made up by any drug- 
gist. The solution can be swabbed 
on the poisoned places with a bit of 
absorbent cotton or a soft cloth. The 
permanganate leaves a brown stain, 
which can be removed by washing 
with a 1 per cent. solution of oxalic 
acid, a 1 per cent. solution of sodium 
bisulphite—or even with plain soap 
and. water. 

If the skin has been very much 
broken by scratching or otherwise 
and is raw, the oxalic acid will cause 
a temporary stinging.; in this case 
soap and water are preferable for re- 
moving stains. If the skin {is very 
tender the solution of potassium per- 
| manganate may be diluted with water 
| before using.

“He was the most important figure in 
the Administration,” declares the 
neighboring Record. The Inquirer is 
convinced that “whoever succeeds 
Nim will take his life in his hands.” Ar 
Dr. Denis A. McCarthy writes in the 
Boston Herald: 

“In an atmosphere of intense politi- 
cal bitterness such as was engender- 
‘ed by the recent elections, there may 
always and in every country be found 
frresponsible men who, seeking the 
nearest way to a desired end, are 
moved without much hesitation to a 
deed of violence and bloodshed. 

It was men of this type, I have™no 
doubt, who’ planned and carried out 
jthe dreadful crime of last Sunday in 
| Dublin. Irishmen in name, these mur- 
jderers were no more representative 
of the real Ireland than the men who 
murdered Lincoln were representa- 
tive of the real America. Were they 
anything but tyros in human affairs, 
they. would have known that no cause, 
be it ever so righteous, is advanced 
one particle by assassination. 

“Good_may come of this crime, ter- 
rible as it is, if the horror of it serves 
to shock all parties in Ireland, and 
sympathizers in America of such 
‘parties, into a realization of the folly 
and wickedness of unbridled attacks 

‘upon one another. It is by listening 
to» such attacks that im- 
pulsive and desperate men are moved 
to deeds -from which those who speak 
wildly or write wildly would them- 
selves shrink in horror.” 

“The Irish Free State is warned by 
the assassination of Vice-President 
O'Higgins that her duty is to destroy 
the nest of frenzied conspirators 
whose bloody deeds are aimed at her 
new State sovereignty and are injur- 
ing her. national repute,” notes the 
Syracuse Herald, while in the New 
York World we read: : 

“Republican leaders in Ireland make 
Vhaste to disavow any sympathy for 

the brutal murder of Kelvin O’Hig- 
gins, and there can be no doubt of 
their sincerity. “ Assassination as a 
varty ‘weapon always recoils upon the 
users. , O'Higgins—one of the first 
brilliant graduates of the National 
University, a Sinn Fein patriot, a firm 
adherent to the treaty—was probably 
the victim of animosities aroused 
when, as Home Minister, he was Mr. 
Cosgraye’s right arm in suppressing 
sedition. Those who shot him down 
were thinking of the hatreds of the 
past, not the policies o fthe future. 

“To liqhidate these hatreds would 
be less difficult if the overwhelming 
majority of Irishmen accepted the 
treaty with Great Britain. The ma- 
jority éxists—but it is not quite over- 
whelming. Three times within three 
years the voters have declared by 
roughly’2 to 1 for the treaty and the 
Constitution. To-day we have the 
spectacle of Mr. Cosgrave carrying on 
at the head of a party with 46 votes 
in the Dial, while De Valera heads the 
Fianna Fail with 44 outside, refusing 
to participate in Parliamént.

Artist and Gentleman — The 
Passing of Widely Admired 
Stage Figure 


AN INTERNATIONAL 
LOSS’ 


“The last great figure of what many 
regard as the golden age of our 
theatre” passes in the death of John 
Drew. He lived his last days in suf- 


fering in a San Francisco sanatorium, which he was born. 


a whole stretch of the country from 
his beloved Long Island home, but 
wherever he was John Drew was 
known to the country at large, and 
San Francisco paid as touching a tri- 
bute at his parting as though he were 
one of her own sons. It was that part 
of the country that saw his last ef- 
forts on the stage, for he was over- 
taken with illness while touring with 
an “all-star” company in “Trelawny 
of the Wells.” The part was a new 
creation for him, for through accumu- 
lating years—he was seventy-three at 
his_death—he had continued to pre- 
sent varied s cf men of the 
world, not young HUr-zet old. His 
last part was the frascible‘ vid gentle- 
man whose nephew runs away 
consorts with play actors to cha- 
grin ‘until he is won over by the 
charms of Rose Trelawny, on whom 
the youth's affections were cast. Drew 
played a long line of comedy parts 
under the aegis of Daly and Froh- 
man. One of the best summaries of 
his career appears in the New York 
Evening Post: 

“Perhaps of no actor of our gene- 
ration could it be more truthfully said 
than of John Drew that he was born 
to the purple robes of the drama and 
that he leaves blooded heirs to carry 
on after him. His is the last of the 
great dynasties of the theatre. With 
him passes the name Drew, but not 
the tradition of the house. The 
Booths, the Jeffersons and the Daven- 
ports have closed their chapfers, but 
not the Drews. 

“Two generations before his own 
the mummer’s strain begain to show 
itself, His maternal grandfather and 
grandmother were English stars of 
their day. His father, whose name he 
received, was an Irish comedian of 
note. It was, however, during the 
regency of his mother, Louisa Lane 
Drew, that the consanguineous in- 
fluence made itself most felt upon 
John Drew. 

“Part of Mrs. Drew's dower was the 
management of Arch Street Theatre 
in Philadelphia. ‘I was seldomallow- 
ed to go back stage,’ John Drew wrote 
in his autobiography, which was a 
curious sketch-book of a crowded life. 
He was packed off to a good school in- 
stead of being allowed to grow up-in 
the wings ‘When I grew older,’ he 
added, ‘I was allowed to go behind 
the scenes and talk to the actors.’ 
‘and they were actors. Among them 
were Edudin Booth, Lester Wallack, 
E. L. Davenpoft, Louis James and 
Stuart Robson. 

“When he made his first debut John 
Drew was twenty. His assurance was 
such that instead of pampering him 
his mother found it advisable to dis- 
cipline him. . He learned from her 
his limitations. Few actors are 80 
fortunate. Instead of aspiring to a 
greatness that was beyond him, Drew 
remained always within the radius of 
his gifts. He was content to be a 
comedian, and in that field he made 
a name for himself that he could not 
have won in another. 

“He carried on the tradition, too. 
His own daughter’s career _on the 
stage was brief. But his sister’s child- 
ren—the world knows them as Ethel, 
Lionel and John Barrymore—were 
coming on. He gave them the bene- 
fit of his years, His interest in them 
was, indeed, paternal. Even after they 
had been acclaimed by the world it 
was his custom to send each of them 
on their first night in a new play a 
red apple, the reward for ‘speaking 
their pieces well.’ 

“Now his chapter has ended, and 
they are left to carry on the Drew 
tradition. Nor is it altogether prob- 
able that the dynasty will end with 
them. A few weeks ago a private 
school in Philadelphia ‘gave its class 
play. A very young lady received 
considerable praise. The program re- 
vealed her name as Ethel Barrymore 
Colt. There are purple robes waiting 
for her.” ' 

John Drew was a person as well as 
an actor. “I have written wonderful 
books,” said Mark Twain, “books 
which have revolutionized politics 
and religion in the world, and you 
might think that this is why my child- 
ren hold my person to be sacred; but 
it isn’t so; it is because I know Miss 
Rehan and Mr. Drew personally.” The 
World dwells upon that aspect of the 
man where he is described as a gen- 
tleman and an artist on the stage as 
well as in real life: 

“To say that John Drew attained a 
ani place in American stage his- 
tory, that for decades he has stood 
first among the comedians of our 
theatre, is to give only a partial indi- 
cation of his position. The news of 
his death recently must have brocght 
Mterally to millions a sense of personal 
loss.

“ ‘The, Topeka State Journal reminds 
us that before the war Great Britain 
tried to regulate the size of her Navy 
by the “two-Power” standard, which 
fneans that the British Navy was sup- 
posed to be as powerful as the com- 
bined navies of ahytwoother coun- 
tries; and that in 1916 Woodrow Wil- 
son advanted the theory that the 
United States, because of its exten- 
sive coast’ line, required “incompar- 
ably the most powerful Navy in the 
world,” This Kansas paper goes on 
to sayy 

“Britain has abandoned the two- 
Power standard, and we have aband- 
oned the idea—never widely held— 
that we. require incomparably _ the 
strongest navy in the world, In capt- 
tal ships, the two Powers haye agreed 
on equality, and the United’ States is 
how DES poene equality ag between 
the two Powers in all classés of ships. 

“It is hard to fix a standard by 
which the ‘needs’ of a’ country in the 
way of armament can be determined. 
kif war were immediately certain with 
another naval Power, we would obyi- 

sly need all the naval strength we 
could assemble for the occasion. - If 
international peace forever and for- 
ever were absolutely certain, a fleet 
of revenue cutters would suffice us. 
In a world of uncertainties, our naval 
needs are hard to define. ~ ‘ 

“It is obvious that the various na- 
tions interpret their needs with some 
consideration to what they can afford. 
If they could afford to maintain it, it 
is is doubtful whether Britain would 
have abandoned the two-Power stand- 
ard. If ‘need’ is dete¥mined by extent 
of and distance from colonial posses- 
sions, Britain’s need would appear 


[coagiderably greater: than our own. 


If need igjdetermined by dependence 
of the hotne population on ocean com- 
merce for food an dother necessities 
in, time of war, British need and 
Japanese need would both appear 
greater than ours. ‘The fact that we 
can better afford a bigger navy than 
Britain is what justifies our preten- 
sions to equality with Britain.

At the samo time 
our dependence on the raw materials 
of industry which are not found in 
our country is becoming greater with 
ladvances in technology. We must 
buy such vital materials as mangan- 
ese and rubber from overseas. They 
may not be so essential. to our life as 
imported wheat and meat is to Bri- 
tain’s, but the differenge ‘is not so 
great as might at first be imagied. 
Without some of tho raw materials 
which we draw from the outside 
world, our industrial system must 
stagnate.

And in the Minneapolis Journal we 

read: 
“Smaller and hence less expensve 
eruisers would serye Great Britain 
well, equipped as she & with plenty 
of naval bases.  Six-iinch guns for 
cruisers, instead of eight-inch, would 
enable her to arm as auxiliary cruis- 
ers for 663 merchant vessels of from 
6,000 to 25,000. tons. Against this 
number the Ugited States has only 
ninety-eight such vessels.” 

Explaining why the United States 
does not welcome Britain’s proposal 
to Umit the size of cruisers to,7,500 
tons, the Detroit Free Press says: 

“The phenomenal extension of our 
trade routes southward and across the 
Pacific, especially tho: latter, is a fac- 
tor that American naval authorities 
are compelled to take into account in 
determining any maximum = tonnage 
limitajian on cruisers—and thfs ‘ap- 
plies to other types of auxiliary ves- 
sels suitable for the task of protect- 
ing trade. With cruisers, held down 
to 7,500 tons, and having a restricted 
cruising radius, the United States 
would, be virtually shut out of the 
western Pacific and Asip/ -Our naval 
bases on this ocean are separated by 
thousands of miles—distances which 
the small cruisers would be unable to 
make. x 

“Qur nearest naval base is 3,400 
miles from Japan. Britain has naval 
bases and fueling stations all over 
the world, ‘and along the 10,000 miles 
between England and Japan the over- 
age distance from station to station 
is only 1,650 miles.” 3

CREDIT CRISIS 
FACES WORLD 


Sir George Paish Foresees 
Complete Breakdown of ~ 
Credit 
( 

The world is in dangér of impaired 
credit, even of a complete breakdown 
of credit, writes Sir George Paish, 
British fifiancier, {n; the current issue 
of “Barron’s Financial ‘Keekly.” 

After pointing out the necessity of 
credit for the well-being of the world, 
Sir George Paish comments, “Since 
the credit system was introduced @ 
condition of complete distrust and an 
entire absence of credit has never 
been experienced, and, therefore; no 
one is able to visualizh what would be 
the effect upon demand, production 
ang prosperity of a complete oredit 
breakdown. It is because the world is 
in danger of impaired credit, and even 
of a complete breakdown of credit, 
that so. much anxiety is felt in all 
countries about the future, Some of 
the greatest authorities are convinced 
that such a breakdown 4s inevitablo, 
and all are agreed that unless far- 
reachinggmeasures are taken forthwith 
to strengthen the credit situation con- 
ditions will become extremely danger- 
ous.” 

The United States is the savior, con- 
tinues the article’ which reads, “That 
America is still granting credit 80 
freely is a most favorable circum- 
stance. Indeed, so long as she con- 
tinues able and willing to grant it as 
freely as she is now doing, the danger 
of breakdown may be ‘averted... But 
with this willingness Cn thé, part of 
America to grant’ credit the volume 
of credit is rapidly increasing with- 
out any corresponding expansion in 
the power of borrowers to redeem the 
temporary credit already obtained or 
to meet the service of the permanent 
obligations they haye incurred, 

“Tifs dangerous situation has not 
caused by any_lack of productive capa- 
city, for the available eyidence indt- 
cates that the world’s poWer to pro- 
duce foodstuffs, raw materials, and 
manufactured goods has not only re- 
covered to the pre-war level but now 
exceels it. Nor is it due to any un- 
willingness to work dnd to produce. If 
it were, the nations would not create 
so many obstacles to the distribution 
of existing products. It arises from 
various causes, the chief of which ts 
psychological. © After the unexampied 
courage displayed by all nations dur- 
ing the war, the world has reacted to 
a condition of extreme  fearfulness 
which has thrown it out of balance and 
unable to understand or to realize the 
consequences of its actions.”

To Use Tops. of Worn Silk 
Stockings 

A helpful suggestion as to how to 
make use of the tops of silk stockings 
after the feet,are beyond repair is to 
cut off the feet, then go around and 
around the stocking leg, cutting into 
an inch-wide strip as evenly as pos- 
sible, and having it all in one piece 
when finished; by using a little care 
this can be easily accomplished. Start 
the next stocking in the same way, 


and continue until you have them all|- 


cut. The ends may be sewef as the 
work progresses, and the lengths 
rolled or wound loosely in a ball«éx: 
actly as rags were cut and sewed and 
wound in balls fo rthe old fashioned 
rag carpets or rugs, woven in days 
gone by. If most of the stockings are 
‘dark, or there is a sameness in color, 
it is an excellent plan } to scatter 
bright pieces through the ball, even 
though in order to do this you must 
cut the lengths apart; but if there 18 
a good variety, simply assort them 
and join the strips. After a little 
study, you can readily decide on a 
method that. wil give the best effect, 
Strips of from one to two yards, in 
light or bright, medium and dark 
colors, sewed in a harmonious’ “hit- 
or-miss” arrangement, give a charm- 
ing ofiental effect.

Wash 
the crusted areas with water and 
soap to soften the scale, remove the 
hair around the area, and also the 
scale, then. dry and paint over with 
fodine, 
dally until the affected part {s healed. 
Ointments containing sulphur, or an 
ointment made of one part powdered 
bluestone to six parts of vaseline, 
may be used instead of fodine. Pine 
tar is also a good dressing. Oils and 
greases tend to.check the develop- 
ment of ringworm. This disease 
could be prevénted and the loss caus- 
led by its sence prevented by the

During recent years a great deal 
or consideration has been given {o 
the possible effects of mineral de 
clencies, reducing the vitality and 
lowering the resistance of animals 
against abortion disease and sterility. 
This seems to be more especially the 
case in dairy herds which are kept 
at a high state of milk production, 
remaining indoors most of the time 
on a fixed ration deficient in min- 
eral elements, namely lime and phos- 
phorous.... Run down and exhausted 
pastures should therefore he re- 
juvenated by a liberal application of 
mineral fertilizers in order that 
grains, forage and pasture containing 
a sufficient amount of minerals may 
be grown for feed. 

In all cases of nutritional efficiency, 
the nature of the deficiency should be 
determined. and corrected as far as 
possible. In a general sense the de- 
-fielencies can usually be corrected in 
a. herd ‘by Uberal feeding of a bal- 
anced ration, allowing sufficient exer- 
cise and as large a use of liguminous 
pastures as possible. Where mineral 
deficiency is presumed té be present, 
direct benefit may be derived from a 
mineral tonic to the feed, such as 
lime phosphate, salt, potassium iodide 
and sulphate of iron.—C. D. McGIl- 
vray, D.C.Sc., Ontario Yeterinary 
College, Guelph.

{ One of.the principal map making 

establishments of the Dominion Gov- 
;ermment is the Topographical Survey, 

Department of the Interior, at Ottawa, 

where are prepared and published 

topographic maps covering widely 

scattered. portions of this Domtafon. 

In publishing a new map ali available 

information of the country is, of 
course, secured and where’ some of 
this has been obtained by other sur- 
vey organizations, credit is given in 
the publishing note. : 

The printing of a map involves sey- 

eral processes. It must first be 

: drawn,on good paper, preferably back- 

ed so as not to stretch or shrink with 

changes of weather‘ or moisture . If 

more than one color {s to be used in 

the printing a separate sheet is drawn 

for the information represented by 

each color. These sheets are then 

photographed and the, nogatives print- 

ed on zinc plates or in some casos on 

lithographic stones, These plates or 

stones are put in the printing press 

jand the map is printed from them, 

Where*mofe than one color is used, 

the map has.to be run through the 

press for each color and it {fs very 

important that the sheets fit the 
plates correctly so sa to get the addl- 

tional colors on the map in their pro- 

per places. For instance main high- 

ways are usually printed in red; on 

the map these red lines must be exact- 

ly in the right places. So also for 

the blue color in which water features 

are shown and the brown for contours 

or form lines. Herein dies the chief 

difficulty in printing maps in colors, 

Where an issue of several ‘thousand .

The sizeof the lock culverts “has 
been calculated so that a lock cham- 
ber can be filled in about eight min- 
utes. The time required to pass a 
vessel through one of the ship canal 
locks will be about “twenty minutes 
and the estimated time of passing a 
loaded freight vessel through the en- 
tire canal is eight hours, as against 
fifteen or twenty hours on the present 
canal. ‘When traffic is heavy/or be- 
comes congested for any reason, sev- 
eral vessels of present canal size can 
be passed through the ship canal 
locks at any lockage. Up to the pre- 
sent the length of vessels reaching 
lake Ontario either from the St. Law- 
rence or from lake Erié has been 
about 250 feet, but with tlie comple-

A Notable Character in Canadian Politics 


The official guide of the British 
Columbia Legislature points out to 
yisitors Mrs. Mary Ellen Smith, the 
first woman member of any Cabinet 
in the British Empire. Mra. Smith 
is also’the woman member for Van- 


Parliament 
Liberal. 

He rose rapidly in the councils of 
the Liberal party and was ably es- 
sisted by his wife. Although re-elect- 
ed several times until 1911, he went 
down to defeat with many other stal- 
wart Liberals on the reciprocity pact 
with the United States. Five years 
later he contested his constituency in 
the provincial interest of the Liberal 
party, and ,was_ elected. He was 
called to the Cabinet with the port- 
folio of Finance Minister, but he 
passed on the following year. 

At once the press of Vancouver, 
headed by the Conservative Province, 
suggested that his wife, Mary Ellen 
Smith, was his logical successor.

In 
order to understand how radio chan- 
nels may be affected when these ex- 
tra electrons are shot off from the 
sun, we must first take into consider- 
ation the theory devised by the late 
Oliver Héavyside. This theory as- 
sumes that should a person ascend 
through the earth's atmosphere he 
would eventually reach a point at 
which the atmospheric pressure is 80 
slight. that the gas becomes a good 
conductor of electricity, hence a good 
reflector of radio. waves. 

“Thus we can consider the earth as 
being surrounded by a reflecting | 
medium. - Near the earth is more, air, 
which is a conductor in the daytime | 
and an insulator during the night, be- 
cause during the daytime the sun's 
rays fonize the air. The reflecting 
medium can then be considerably 
downwaM, or as being nearer the 
earth’s surface during the daytime 
than it is at night, for after the sun 


sets defonization occurs in all the’ _ 


lower atmosphere and there !s left 
the upper layer, or shell, surrounding 
the earth. Heavyside then assumes 
that radio waves glide along the inside 
of this shell for great distances" with 
very little loss. The irregularities of 
reception are accounted for by the} 
charges in the Heavyside layer.
